It' s time once motie to balng you up-to-date on Rickard' s activities. 

Vualng tke month, oh Maach RIchaad peahoamed a medley oh Caapentea tunes 
on the National Eastea Seal Telethon. This Mas televised hHorn the Aquarius 
Theatea In Hollywood. Vat Boone and Vonna Hills co-hosted. On Maach 10th 
Rlchaad was guest speaker h 0>l the National Academy oft Songwaltea's 
Workshop. He opened the evening with a baleh hlstoay oh the Caapenteas and 
answeaed a numbea oh questions on songwaiting techniques and on the aecoad 
business. 

Rlchaad was Invited to be Honoaaay Judge at the 14th annual Vintage F aesno 
Concouas d’Elegance. The event took place on Hay 4th and all paoceeds 
went to benefit the Chlldaen’s Home Society and Klwanls Inteanatlonal. 
Rlchaad enteaed thaee automobiles In two classes. (He did not judge them, 
howevea.) In the Chayslea 300 Class his 1951 3OOC conveatlble won F last 
Vlace and his 1955 C300 won Second. In the Special Inteaest Class 
1 946-T959 his 1 959 Vesoto Adventuaea took Fidst Place. 

Since the aemodellng oh ASH Recoadlng studios Is neaalng completion, 

Rlchaad has been able to book some studio time and continue with his album. 
Rogea and he mixed filve oh the songs that had been paevlously completed 
and. fiaom July 8th thau July 10th ahythm taacks weae aecoaded hoa an 
additional &lve songs. (F oua oh which aae Rlchaads .) Vue to the aemodellng 
taking longea then expected, the aelease date oh the album will be post¬ 
poned until eaaly 1987. 

In answea to all youa questions conceanlng the TV movie, Rlchaad met with 
scalptwaltea Baaay Hoaaow on June 19th. The meeting coveaed moae 
"filne tuning" on the second daafit oh the scalpt. Baaay Is again at woak 
on the paoject and we will keep you Infioamed.

Richard I* delighted, with the numerou* compIlmentary letter* concerning the 
"yesterday Once Moa.e" video. There l* much Interest In the taping of each 
t>ong 60 Richard kindly wrote a *ynop*l* for your benefit: 

"We've Only Ju*t Begun" - from the Carpenter6' second appearance with Bob 
Hope. Thl* "Hope Special" gue*t *hot Hall of 7 973) coincided with the 
release of the Carpenter*’ flr*t domestic "greatest hit*" album "The Single* 
1969-1973". 

"Tho*e Good Old dream*" - Thl* "promo clip" wa* one of three *electlon* 
videotaped In 19S1 from that year’* Carpenter*' relea*e, "Made In America". 
The remaining two are "Touch Me When We're dancing" and "Beechwood 4-5789". 
All three were taped on the "Chaplin Stage" at ASM Record*. 

"Super*tar" - Thl* l* an ABM "promo film" *hot In early 1971 at the de*ert 
Inn In La* Vega*. The Carpenter*' were appearing at the "Sand*" at the 
time but the de*ert Inn wa* * elected for the film due to It* larger *tage. 

"Rainy day* And Monday*" - Thl* wa* filmed the *ame day and In the *ame 
location a* ”Super*tar". 

"All you Get From Love I* A Love Song" - Thl* *ong wa* the debut *lngle from 
the Carpenter*' 1977 album "Pa**age". Thl* ABM "promo film" wa* *hot early 
that year In ABM Studio’* *tudlo d where, *tartlng In 1974, Karen and Richard 
did mo*t of their recording. 

"Top Of The World" - Thl* performance l* from "The Carpenter*' Very Tlr*t 
Televl*lon Special" for ABC, 1976. The *peclal featured John denver and 
Victor Borge a* gue*t*. It wa* produced by Rich Eu*tl* and Al Roger* and 
wa* directed by Bill davl*. 

"Ticket To Ride" - The earlle*t "clip" In the compilation, "Ticket" l* from 
a *yndlcated pop mu*lc *how called " Something El*e ". It wa* *hot on location 
In Squaw Valley, California on Karen'* birthday, March 2nd, In 1970. 

"Only Ve*terday" - An ABM "promo film" from 1975. "Only Ve&terday" wa* 
filmed In Studio d and on location at Huntington Garden* In Pa*adena, 
California. 

"Calling Occupant* Of Interplanetary Craft" - The *econd *lngle culled from 
1977’* "Pa**age", "Occupant*" wa* taped at Vldtronlc* In Hollywood, Califor¬ 
nia, u*lng the newly Introduced "Maglcam" format. 

"Beechwood 4-5789" - The 4th *lngle from "Made In America". Shot In 1981 
on the Chaplin Stage. 

"Touch Me When We're dancing" - The debut *lngle from "Made In America", 
thl* turned out to be the Carpenter*' la*t top 20 *lngle. Taped In 1981 
at the Chaplin Stage. 

"Hurting Each Other" - The debut *lngle from the Carpenter*' 1972 album 
relea*e "A Song For you". "Hurting Each Other" wa* filmed In Studio B 
at ABM Recording Studio* In early 1 972 . 

"Plea*e Mr. Po*tman” - Another ASM "promo film". "Plea*e Mr. Po*tman" wa* 
*hot In late 1974 at dl*neyland. Footage of Karen and Richard on the 
Matterhorn Bob*led* my*terlou*ly dl*appearedll 
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"Theae't, A Kind Ofi Huth" - Thlt> "clip" wat> that ln A pall o^ 1976 In 
Otaka, Japan, while, the. Caape.nte.h-t>' weae on a month-long toua ofi that 
countay. 

(They Long To Be) "Clote To Vou" - Taom the. Caapenteat’ NBC tummea 
tealet, "Make Voua Own Kind 0& Mut>lc", 1971. The "t>tlllt>" weae added 
dualng "pot>t paoductlon" o^ thlt> compilation.
